“On this, the 50th Anniversary 
of the enactment of the county 
road law, Michigan’s County Road 
System has virtually become an 
orphan in the roaring campaign 
for expressways and slick super- 
highways,” Mr. Bruce Carlson, 
county highway Engineer-Super- 
intendent déclared today.
